Lisbon, March 2 1 —(Special)—Mrs. 
Mary Ann Robinson, who w as examined 
yesterday by physicians as to sanity, 
was fatally burned yesterday a fte r­ 
noon in her cell in the county jail. 
Each cell in the jail is provided w ith 
a small stove. Mrs. Robinson attem p t­ 
ed to brush some orange peel from the 
lap of her calico dress and brushed her 
sk irt into the blaze. 
In an instant she was enveloped in 
flames. 
She rushed into the hall, up­ 
rousing everybody in the jail by her 
cries. 
Robert 'Knee came out of his 
cell and w rapped a big overcoat about 
her. 
Mrs. 
Leonard enveloped the 
w om an’s limbs in a blanket but help 
was too late. Mrs. Robinson’^ left side 
and limbs were terribly burned. 
Doctors Marquis and Calhoun were 
summoned and pronounced her injuries 
dangerous. 
All possible effort was 
made to save the sufferer’s life, but 
her strength was not sufficient 
to 
endure the nervous shock and exhaus­ 
tion. 
She died this m orning at 6 
o’clock. 
Mrs. Robinson was brought to the 
jail 
on 
Tuesday, 
her sanity being 
doubted by her friends. 
The house of John P arker, two miles 
northeast of Wellsville, was burned on 
Monday. 
Mrs. Robinson was suspect­ 
ed of s ta rtin g the fire. 
H er exam ina­ 
tion yesterday was puzzling to the 
medical men, who doubted her insanity. 
The woman is said to have been 
greatly addicted to the use of liquor, 
and was much w eakened both physi­ 


cally and mentally in consequence. 
So far the sheriff has been unable to 
com municate with her relatives.

sentations, tidally unwarranted and 
unauthorized. 


Miles* T hreat to Retire. 
According to reliable Information 
received bv the 
Associated 
Presa, 
General Nelson A. Miles 
yesterday 
told tho senate committee on military 
affairs that ii the Gill introdm od by 
Senator Hawley at the instance of 
th e war departm ent for the organist 
lion of a general Ntaff for the army 
should become a law he would decline 
to longer hold his commission. 
The 
reason he gave for tin* statem ent is 
th a t the hill is utterly subversive of 
th e interests* of the military ecla t 
Ushinent, am' he said he would not 
tho a party to such a proceeding to 
th e extent even of continuing to holt 
his place. 
The statem ent was made in the 
eourso of a prolonged bearing by tho 
committee, which was conducted bo 
hind closed doors and in which Gen­ 
eral Miles touched upon a variety of 
subjects connected 
with tile army 
T he portion of the hill to which hi 
directed hts especial criticism is that 
contained In section 7. reading as 
follows: 
"That from and after tho 
passage of this act the senior general 
officer of the army shall he assigned 
to command such portion ut the army 
• a the president may direct, or hi 
detailed to mity in the general staff 
corps. 
All duties prescribed by law 
for the commanding general of the 
arm y shall he performed by the chief 
o f general staff or other general of 
fleer, designated by the secretary of 
.war—provided that as long as th 
present 
lieutenant 
general of the 
arm y keeps on tho active list he shall 
foe the chief of the general staff, and 
upon the separation from active ser 
.vice of the said lieutenant gi neral of 
th e army, said office, except as herein 
(provided. shall cease and determine."

I fr**l that I am in a position to speak 


fairly and honestly upon th e m atter; 
therefore wish to place before the pub­ 


lic phases that have at all times been 
Ignored. 
There has been a manifest disposi­ 
tion to make something out of nothing. 
Her** let no* say to the credit of the 
board of th** public library that Its 
mem bers have never been in doubt as 
to their action upon th** m ater when 
th** proper tim e would come. 
Th** Trades and Labor council has 
at all times been willing to bear the 
load that they have placed upon the 
people 
namely the Carnegie library 
building- and its action has indicated 
that it 
has 
never questioned 
what 
course It should pursue when properly 
recognized. 
It was certainly the main 
instigator of the great blessings and 
mav wadi look with pride upon the 
achievements. 
One point, however, has been great­ 
ly overlooked in this question, and a 
point that bears as ii question of hon­ 
or upon the founders of th** public li­ 
brary. 
It will no doubt be rem em ber­ 
ed how the library began in our city 
about five years ago last September. 
An effort universally put forth among 
tho laboring pimple resulted in the 
opening of a library of m eager propor­ 
tions, yet w orthy of the effort.

was carried along until about Novem 
ber when Miss Minta 
M cLare, 
th** 
present librarian, was tendered th** ik>- 
sition as custodian of the books ami 
property of the same. 
T he board was in close financial cir­ 
cum stances and the salary agreed up­ 
on was $20 per month. 
It will be re­ 
membered that through the 
summ er 
months the board felt unable to pay 
the librarian for full 
time 
und 
she 
worked there for th** small salary of 
$10 per month, feeling that sh 
was 
helping In u work that 
would 
some 
tim e would Im* a great benefit to the 
•tty, and perhaps bring her nome re­ 
turn. 
This was the history of th** first 
throe years of the library’s existence, 
at which time th** school bourd made 
the levy allowed by law. and since that 
tim** th** librarian has been paid full 
time, (be maximum wages being but 
$30 per month. 
Trades and Labor Council, togeth­ 
er with th** board of the public library, 
and tho labor organizations combine*!, 
are loath to forget a favor conferred 
Upon them, and
